P ripet Marshes on the north and 
the C arpathians on the south. That 
line has been a barrier to the 
heart ol Poland- -on the road to 
Berlin. 
The capture of Tarnopol 
un­ 
covers another even bigger pn/e 
- - the great 
railway junction of 
Lvvovv a little to the west.

Enlarges Scope of Sight 
But to get away from politicians 
and back to polaroid.

You can get it,

get it, in the 
form of goggles 
and spectacles, 
and camera filters and periscopes 
and angle finders. 
The United 
States armed forces have a great 
advantage in the use 
of polaroid 
because our enemies lack the sk ill 
and materials to mak e the instru­ 
ments.

Selective Limiting of Vision 
Polarized light gives you 
a new 
k ind of vision 
by really limiting 
it, or rather, selecting out certain 
k inds of light 
ray s for you to see. 
If you sit by an open window you 
can wave to a friend out of the 
window in any direction, but if y o u 
are in jail behind a barred window 
you can wave to him only 
up and 
down. Polarized 
light ray s come 
to y our eyes in only one 
plane, 
J either up 
or down or sidewise. 
Polarized lenses are “optical slots” 
through which 
light vibration* 
have to squeeze. 
But with that advantage you 
can see a certain object in a land­ 
scape that would be lost in con­ 
fusion otherwise—this is why it is 
so valuable for 
airplane bombing. 
With polarized len.-o glare can be 
controlled, 
completely eliminated. 
It will be a standard equipment of 
automobile headlights. These head­ 
lights besides 
eliminating glare 
will pick out details of the road, 
pedestrians 
and 
driving land­ 
mark s, even when passing another 
car. Office lighting will be changed, 
eliminating glare and increasing 
visibility.

Victory seeds successfully indoors. 
Certain practical pr oc e d u r e s 
sho uld be followed, after which 
nature should finish the job. 
An efficient and economical way 
to sow seeds of av erage size in a 
flat la illustrated in the acco m­ 
pany ing Garden-Graph. Cut o ff a 
co mer o f the seed packet, then 
“ tap” o ut the seeds, o n* o r two at 
a time. 
Seeds so wn in a flat sho uld be 
ev enly co v ered with so il. Fine 
seeds *7* merely pressed do wn In­ 
to the so il. Label the ro ws with 
nam? stakes, as. illustrated, fo r 
identificatio n 
o f 
the 
seedlings 
whap they appear. 


After the seeds hav e been plant­ 
ed the flat sho uld be watered fro m 
the bo tto m up. Set the flat in a 
tub o r co ntainer ho lding abo ut o ne 
inch o f water. When the so il o f 
the to p o f the flat beco mes mo ist, 
lift the flat o ut o f the water and 
place it in a ro o m with a steady 
temperature o f 65 degrees. 
A pane o f glass placed o v er the 
to p o f the flat, as illustrated, will 
help to keep the surface o f the 
so il fro m beco ming to o dry . If the 
glass “ drips mo isture” raise it 
just eno ugh to . allo w fo r the cir­ 
culatio n o f air beneath IL Place 
a sheet o f wrapping paper o v er 
the glass, as illustrated, to pro ­ 
v ide needed, warmth and* darkness 
to r th* seeds.

recess, and the House immediate­ 
ly took up consideration of the 
larg est Navy Appropriation Bill 
in the nation’s history. This meas­ 
ure. which is now in the Senate, 
following 
House approval, calls 
for the appropriation of $32.647 ,- 
134,336.00 for Navy expansion and 
operation in the coming fiscal year, 
beg inning July 1st next. 
It is 
contemplated 
the 
appropriation 
will finance a prog ram to g ive the 
Navy an estimated force of 6,623 
self-propelled vessels, 7 4,9 25 non­ 
self-propelled ships 
and 
19 ,035 
naval planes, exclusive of training 
ships and equipment, shore estab­ 
lishments, etc., to be manned by 
3,657 .467 
sailors, 
Marines 
and 
Coastg uardsmen. 


The 
Banking 
and 
Currency 
comnnttce of the House last Wed­ 
nesday beg an hearing s on the bill 
to extend the life of the Price Con­ 
trol Act, and with it. as its ad­ 
ministrative ag ency, the Office of 
Price Administration. A real bat­ 
tle is expected to develop within 
the committee over amendments 
to limit and restrict many of the 
powers and activities of the OPA. 
A similar measure is now receiv­ 
ing consideration by a Senate com­ 
mittee. 
Hearing s are expected to 
continue for several weeks before 
the final draft of the leg islation is 
broug ht to the floor for debate 
and vote. 


The draft and manpower situa­ 
tion is in a mess as a result of 
bureaucratic bung ling . 
Selective 
Service reg istrants, 
members 
of 
local draft boards, and employers 
are all equally confused. 
Each 
day some new order or directive 
is issued out of Washing ton to 
add to the confusion and to cre­ 
ate an ever increasing need for a 
simplified and definite draft policy 
that can be easily understood by 
all the people. 
At the moment it 
between the ag es of eig hteen and 
appears practically all young men 
twenty-six—reg ardless of familyq 
status—are due for early induc­ 
tion into the armed forces. 
The 
only exceptions will be a few tech­ 
nically trained experts in approx­ 
imately a dozen industries and oc­ 
cupations. 
If the present demand 
for men for the Army and Navy 
continues, most physically quali­ 
fied reg istrants under thirty face 
induction within a few months. 
However, it is doubtful that many 
fathers over thirty will be called 
into service—especially if now en­ 
g ag ed in an essential occupation.

pass leg islation drafting such in­ 
dividuals for civilian work. There

drafting men for military service 
and drafting them for employment 
in private industries for the per­ 
sonal profit of others, 
At 
the 
same time considerable evidence 
is being submitted to substantiate 
reports that many employes in 
w ar industries, who

F in the draft, have immediately 
quit their

jobs, evidently 
thinking it no long er necessary 
to work to escape military service 
So the Cong ressional Committee 
is seeking some way to compel 
these individuals to contribute to
